Questioned as to the position of the 
alliance generally, Mrs. Catt said that 
they had auxiliary branches in prac- 
tically every country in the world, with 
the exception, in Europe, of Greece, 
Spain and the grand duchy of Luxem- 
bourg, and in the rest of the world with 
the exception of South America. The 
reason, she said, in answer to a question 
why they had not as yet touched South 
America, was largely a question 
language. 

“I do not think,” Mrs. Catt. 
“that it is generally realized in what a 
large part of the habitable globe only 
Spanish is spoken; you have in South 
America practically a whole continent, 
and as it is a language which is not 
generally learned, we have been largely 
hampered in this direction. We have, 
however, correspondents already in 
Spain, and I anticipate that before very 
long we shall commence work in Span- 
ish-speaking countries.” 

Coming to the Budapest congress, Mrs. 
Catt said that it was so large and such 
a tremendous advance on the at 
Stockholm two years ago, that they were 
literally overwhelmed. “At every 
gress,” she said, “the numbers have been 
doubled, and at Budapest they were more 
than doubled. It was so huge that it has 
been found necessary for us to recon- 
siler the whole question of international 
congresses, and to consider some other 
way of holding them.” 

The attitude. said. of the Hunga- 
rian government toward the congress was 
most generous and encouraging. They 
had contributed £500 for the purpose of 
extending hospitality to the delegates, 
they had entertained them to a special 
fete, which cost £400, and there 
had been a gala performance at the 
opera house in their honor. In addition 
to this, Mrs. Catt continued, the muni- 
cipality of Budapest contributed £500, 
the Board of Trade £50 and the Board 
of Agriculture £60, and they had, 
over, received letters from the 
ties saying bow much good 
done by the congress, and expressing 
their warm sympathy with ita objects. 

In regard to the attitude of the Hun. 
garian government toward the question 
of woman suffrage, Mrs. Catt said that 
whilst on the whole it was quite eneour- 
aging, nevertheless, at this particular 
moment, the subject would probably be 
hung up. The government had recently 
extended the franchise, and about 800,000 
men had been admitted. The usual result 
of such extensions was to call a halt 
for the time. 

In answer to the question as to which 
eountry, in her opinion, had made most 
rapid advance recently.

OFF TOMATOES 


It is not necessary to put tomatoes 
into hot water to remove the skins easily, 
writes a Deerfield (N. Y.) reader of the 
Monitor. Take the tomato and with the 
paring knife scrape the tomato over on 
the outside, touching all parts, and then 
peel it. You will find that the skin will 
slide right off, leaving the tomato firm. 
If tomatoes are used for salad, it saves 
cooling them off again, as in the old way 
of using hot water. In scraping the to- 
mato, not much pressure is required, and 
it can be done in less time than it takes 
to tell it.

ERLIN, Ger.—Berlin, the capital, of 
Prussia, and since 1871 of the Ger- 

man empire, is the third largest city in 


_ Europe, having a population of over 
2,000,000. 


As far back as the thirteenth centur?s 


the central part of the present city was 
inhabited, bit it was long little more 
than a fishing village, and it was not till 
the Great Elector, Frederick William, 
1640-88, had united the separate duchies 
of which Prussia is now formed, that the 
town became of consequence as the.cap-: 
ital of a large state. 


Under Frederick the Great it continued 
to prosper. Every inducement was held 
out to foreigners to settle in the city, 
but it was after the peace of 1815 that 
it developed most rapidiy, and being the 
Seat of government, and ,* great center 
of commercial enterprise, it has grad- 
ually risen to a position which fairly

Charles Rive: Lights 


An interesting effect of the double row 
of lights across Harvard bridge, as one 
approaches it by night on the way from 
Cambridge to Boston in a hurrying mo- 
tor car, is that many cars seem to be ap- 
proaching on the bridge.

When it is realized that this commission is able to regulate 
production, to inquire into and make recommendations concerning 
the encouragement of commerce, to weigh and to report upon the 
effects of legislation on the trade and revenues of the country, and 
to deal generally with questions of prices, profits, wages, labor, em- 
ployment and unemployment, immigration, irrigation and bounties, 
it will be seen that it would be difficult to exaggerate its importance. 
The federal prime minister has already declared that its first duty 
will be to inquire into the tariff with reference to its incidence. In 
such circumstances its labors will be watched with the greatest in- 
terest, whilst the result of these labors will necessarily have a con- 
siderable bearing not merely on the opinion of the Australian people 
with respect to the new departure but upon politicians and econo- 
mists in every quarter of the globe. 

The object of the commission is, of course, to overcome those 
sectional difficulties which spring up owing to the prejudices in- 
herent in all federated bodies. The Australian states, like the 
various provinces of Canada and the states of the South African 
Dominion, have become bound together in a union for their mutual 
protection and development. It is impossible, in such conditions, 
that the idiosyncrasies of their component parts can be overcome in 
a day. The new interstate, commission will, however, be able to 
bring into unity much that is capable of adjustment without inter- 
ference with the characteristics of the various districts.

corporate ownership or control of all sea 
beaches. Boston has exhibited a high order of public spirit in bring- 
ing under public control so much of its water frontage, and Massa- 
chusetts is entitled to equal commendation for redeeming and pre- 
serving beaches outside the city proper, but within the metropolitan 
district. Thanks to farsighted and liberal conduct of public affairs 
in this respect, three splendid beaches and numerous waterfront 
piers, parks and playgrounds are accessible and free to the entire 
population. 

Boston is growing rapidly. The demands of its people for 
water and seaside recreation grounds are keeping pace with its 
erowth. The limits of the.city by no means mark the limits of 
the territory over which tens of thousands of its regular residents 
are scattered throughout the summer months. This is especially 
true of the North and South shores. Provision should be made 
for the inevitable expansion of this area in the future, It should 
be the aim of Boston, of Greater Boston and of Massachusetts, 
through the regularly constituted commissions, to attain possession 
of all beach lands along the entire stretch of Massachusetts bay, 

There is a great deal of talk along this line elsewhere, for the 
matter is one bound to force itself upon attention during a season 
such as that now drawing to a close when practically everybody is 
filled with a desire for the ocean, a longing for the singing of the 
sea. New Haven is properly congratulating itself that it has such 
splendid beaches, but it is at the same time regretting that so many 
delightful approaches to the waterfront of the sound are privately 
owned, It is particularly impressed this season with the loss its 
own people, and the people for miles around, are suffering because 
there is no public parkway along the shore at Savin Rock, New 
York has even more reason for regret in the fact that “all the sand 
beaches on Manhattan and Coney islands are either privately owned 
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it is by no means certain that the heavily charged lines from the 
Enosburg Falls plant will stop within the state’s borders. - The Leg- 
islature of last winter, it may be recalled, came very near providing 
a state water power commission, providing it with funds to buy 
rights and clothing it with authority to develop them and dispose of 
the power to the common advantage.

Vermont can hardly fail of a greater future than a past. It 
nas been slow of growth. In the half century before 1900 thé state 
gained barely 30,000 in population. In the decade following the 
pace was but. slightly quickened and the percentage of gain was 
among the lowest in the country. In the period of sixty years, the 
state has been a generous contributor to the West, so generous that 
but for the French Canadian influx the decline would have ,been 
creat. The state has little more than kept up‘its gross population 
but it has acquired nearly 33 per cent of foreign parentage—the 
claces of the natives have been filled by the influx that is represented 
by 117,000 out of its 350,000 persons. 

A population of 350,000 is not enough for Vermont. It is capa- 
ble of supporting a number greatly larger and of supplying the peo- 
ple with favoring conditions. It is entitled to more and can hardly 
fail to receive more. The mine of wealth existing in its water 
powers has hardly been opened. It has possibilities of making the 
towns grow and prosper, provided a curb is put upon the private 
exploitation for use beyond the borders. The need of Vermont's 
greater supply of dairy products, we think, will not long delay its 
revival or withhold the increase of the number of people who. will 
be employed in it. 

Vermont's need appears to be organization that will promote 
erowth and make certain that one great resource is not trifled away.

within recent years modified her laws in such essential respects 
as permitting the recognition of other assets than cash paid in and 
a nominal capital in excess of that actually issued. These conces- 
sions are not altogether unquestionable and were very stoutly ques- 
tioned, but the result has been a less extensive seeking of other 
states forecharters. Above these considerations there has been, it 
is to be believed, a stronger inclination to meet the requirements of 
the law in the state of the company's abode and not to avoid them 
by the fiction of having an office or an officer in another in order to 
come within the easy limitations of lax laws, 

Maine's delinquent list is eloquent argument for the abandon- 
ment of special favor to secure a fictitious business, It cannot be 
pleasing reading to Maine citizens with its evidence of the flouting 
of their government. It reveals the slight respect for all law tha 
was at the base of the transfer from other states, If Maine has 
not already removed the inducements of this order, the delinquent 
array supplies an argument for it to do so quite beyond the amount 
that the state treasury is losing in the failure to pay legal dues, ‘To

Of course every college should have as its work- 
ing ideal the sending forth of youth who can think logically and 
write congisely, lucidly and legibly. 

The ideal has hardly been better expressed recently than by 
President Meiklejohn of Amherst. “To understand 1s always to 
express by an idea, a principle, a universal. Nothing is more con- 
ducive to despair in a teacher than the mind which always responds 
to an illustration, but can never grapple with a thought. . ae 
The school should train, from the beginning to the end of the course, 
the student’s power to understand what he sees, to think what he per- 
ceives, to abstract and separate, to compare and unify, to restate the 
world of human experience in terms of those ideas and symbols 
which make it intelligible.” 


superintendent of education forces upon the 
college trustees settlement of issues other 
than personal. Citizens and organizations, 
with civic aims dominant, are insisting that 
prior to choice of a man there shall be agree- 
ment on a defensible, contemporary policy 
for an urban university. For instance, it is 
urged that one of the prime duties of-the 
hour is to settle whether the metropolis may in any way apply the 
principles of collaboration with local industry and with municipal 
government which make the University of Cincinnati so useful and 
popular a part of the educational machine in the Ohio city. Like- 
wise it 1s claimed that a city university or college should provide men 
and women trained specially for all posts in the urban civil service. 
In short the democratic scheme of education should give the com- 
munity its expert agents in administration in all save the highest 
othces. 

Nor are all the policies awaiting prior settlement those of the 
future scope of the institution. It now has its habitat in upper 
Manhattan. Shall it extend to Brooklyn or Queens, or be duplicated 
there? Shall it have down-town branches and give courses in fac- 
tories, public schools and office buildings? Shall it furnish cor- 
respondence courses? In other words, Shall it go to the students and 
to the masses, or as now, expect the latter to come to the college? 

With some of these matters settled by the trustees in consulta- 
tion with disinterested observers of metropolitan conditions, needs 
and possibilities, the problem of finding a man for the place will be 
simplified. A candidate suited for taking up the task of admunistra- 
tion along present lines might never be considered were it settled 
in advance that a forward, popular, Greater New York applied 
education program was to be worked out by the executive newly 
chosen. : 

The incidents of this chapter in educational evolution in a vast ° 
center of humanity are illuminating because they indicate that an 
interior city is likely to serve as a model for the complete democra- 
tization of education where it is much needed. Columbia and New 
York universities, with their endowments and large enrolments, will 
continue to enlighten the people; but they never can round out the 
program for the education of the masses that the primary, secondary 
and high schools begin, as can a city college with a campus in theory 
as large as the five boroughs and with a city treasury back of it. 

The intimation that the trustees of the college would do well to 
act both as to policy and as to man only after having consulted with 
disinterested students of education in relation to civics, 1s one that 
will cause less resentment than if made a decade or two hence.

THE county fair usually follows the harvest, 
and the harvest in the United States and 
Canada extends over a considerable period 
of tine, but it may be said in general terms 
that with the incoming of September the 
county fair season will begin. For the last 
few years the county fair has been steadily 
regaining -its old-time usefulness and dig- 
nity, his fact is evident in improved 
grounds and buildings, improved manage- 
ment and improved exhibits in all parts of the country. After a 
departure toward “expositions,” “street fairs,’ etc., which resulted 
in loss of the prestige that made the county fair of former years an 
event of premier importance in every agricultural community, the 
substantial farmers and interests immediately dependent upon agri- 
cultural progress and prosperity are again rallying to the support of 
the county agricultural and live stock associations and their annual 
exhibitions, 

The original mistake was made, perhaps, in giving too much 
prominence to speed events. ‘These of themselves were not harm- 
ful, but they became so through association with persons having 
nothing in common with the farming community, It was only a 
step from the speeding track to the horse race, and the horse race 
soon brought some of the leading county fairs of the country into 
disrepute, About the same time the tendency toward side shows 
and exhibitions entirely unrelated to farming, became strong. The 
best people of the counties retused to exhibit at the fairs or to atten 
them, the county associations declined, the grounds were neglected 
or sold, and for several years the county fair was regarded as, some- 
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thing that had gone out of rural life for all time, 

This has proved, fortunately, not to be the case. The fairs 
of the last three.or four years have been among the best ever held 
in many parts of the United States and the Dominion. They have 
kept well within their own legitimate province while at the same 
time they have taken advantage of all modern inventions and inno- 
vations for creating and holding the interest of those in attendance. 
To this end the agricultural schools have contributed greatly.
